Survey of State’s Aged

The forthcoming study of problems of 
the aged in Georgia promises to be more 
comprehensive than originally contem- 
plated. 

With the help of volunteers in each 
county, Georgia’s Commission on the 
Aging plans to conduct surveys that will 
be statewide in scope rather than con- 
fined to selected counties. 

Preliminary work will be aimed at 
determining what facilities are available 
for senior citizens. Then steps will be 
taken to find out what the oldsters them- 
selves consider to be their chief needs. 

Information obtained from Georgia 
and other states will be submitted in 
1961 to a White House Conference on the 
Aging. 

As the ranks of older citizens in- 
crease, planning for their well-being and 
for making the best use of their talents 
take on added importance.

Another Advance Made 
In Surgery Techniques 


A team of doctors in California has 
succeeded in grafting back the severed 
leg of a human being. There is no paral- 
lel in history for such an operation and 
the news of it is certain to stimulate re- 
search and results. 


Mangled tissue was cut away from a 
badly’ smashed leg which was severed 
from the body, being held only by a two- 
inch strip of skin. An orthopedic surgeon, 
skilled .in correcting deformities, worked 
with a vascular surgeon specializing in 
repairing torn blood vessels. They agreed 
to try “for a miracle.” They achieved “it. 

Now after three months the patient is 
doing well. So is the leg. It is, because 
of the removal of tissue and smashed 
bone, two inches shorter than the other 
but “better than any he can buy in a 
store.”

Is Industrial Society 
Running Out of Gas? 


In a recent issue of Kiwanis Maga- 
zine, Adm. H. G. Rickover continued his 


crusade for improved education and re- ° 


search from a position which is difficult to 
challenge. 


Pointing out that just 100 years ago 
man did most of the work of the world, 
Adm. Rickover says that today men and 
animals account for a mere 6 per cent of 
the world energy and water power pro- 
vides only 1 per cent. 

The bulk of power on which our indus- 
trial civilization rests—93 per cent to be 
exact—comes from fossil fuéls, coal, gas or 
oil. These are being used up at an accel- 
erated rate. All such fuels used before 
1900 Would not last five years at the 
present rate of consumption. 


And here in the United States, which 
has only 6 per cent of the world’s popu- 
lation, we use a third of the world’s total 
energy output. Our per capita consump- 
tion of energy is six times that of the rest 
of the world. 


The reason we must develop our edu- 
cational and scientific programs, he feels. 
is simple. Our traditional‘fuels will run 
out “somewhere between the years 2.000 
and 2,050. Before this century is over, 
nuclear fuels will be economically com- 
petitive.” 


Survival of our civilization thus de- 
pends upon developing a technology that 
will not be dependent upon fossil fuels. 
Once these are used up, they cannot be 
replaced. Sources of energy not now in 
use must be found and only technology 
can find them. 

Adm. Rickover cites as an example 
of what could happen just what did hap- 
pen in Asia. Failing to keep technological 
pace with the needs of her growing civi- 
lization, that continent sank into such 
poverty that man again has become the 
primary source of energy. 

It could happen here, the admiral says, 


unless we take the necessary steps to 
prevent it.

country: 


“We will overtake you.”” Overtaking the United States is a 


goal drummed into the Soviet people. Yet—at the same time—the 
Russian press continues, as it has for years, to picture the United 


States as a land of despair. 
What is this contradiction doing 
to Russians who are subjected to 


it? Alex Kucherov, a member of 
the board of editors of U.S. News 
& World Report, took a leave of 
absence this last summer and 
worked as a guide in the American 
exhibition in Moscow. He speaks 
Russian fluently. He talked to 
thousands of exhibition visitors. 
And he found them perplexed. He 
Says this: 

*“Many are getting confused be- 
cause this Soviet slogan: ‘We 


must overtake the United States,’ , 


is creating tremendous curiosity 
about America. They wonder: 
‘What is life really like in this 
country that is being held up as 
a model for us?’ ... 

“They know there’s something 
wrong somewhere in the picture.

than in the Soviet Union.’ ”’

Some of us have minds that 
are shut tight against the affirma- 
tions of other religions. We are 
so. persuaded’ that we are right 
that we do not even listen to 
another man’s testimony concern-

A friend recently told me that 
he was a 100 per cent American. 
For him that meant that America 
is absolutely and eternally right 


. about everything and that Ameri-

When I began to 
name other peoples and_ nations 
who have made noble contribu- 
tions to our American life, he 
refused to acknowledge any such 
values and he gave no ground in 
his argument. 


On the other hand are there 
not some things upon which we 
should close our minds? When we 
have discovered some great truth 
which we honestly believe to be 
right and good should we. hesitate 
to say, “I believe this.and I shall 
not be swerved from my belief’’? 
Are there not causes and con- 


-cerns for which we should take 


definite positions? 

To have an open mind that 
absorbs anything, like a sponge 
drinks up water, shows a lack of 
discernment and thought. Each of 
us should find those things which 
are worth living for and, if need 


be,. worth dying for.

Drugs Replace 


Some Operations 


You are undoubtedly aware 
that certain operations once done 
frequently are now done very 
infrequently, or not at all. Opera- 
tions for mastoid infection, for 
example, are now usually unnec- 
essary because antibiotic drugs 
successfully combat infections in 
the mastoid areas. 


It is also interesting to note 
that two operations thought nec- 
essary and done by neurosur- 


geons a few years ago are rarely 
needed now 
NERVE OPERATION 

Quite frequently in the last dec- 


ade the operation of splanch-| 
nicectomy was done to relieve | 
high blood pressure, and in many | 
instances it was lifesaving. This 
operation is the cutting of the 
splanchnic nerves, 


Their influence on maintaining | 


high blood pressure was recog- | 
nized. and the destruction of | 


their continuity had the effect of 
lowering blood pressure. 


Then along came a drug called 


Rauwolfia Serpentina. This was 
derived from a tropical shrub | 
which, when chemically pre- 
pared, became Reserpine and 
Serpasil. These drugs, avhen used | 
under vigilant care, ‘ Pibited the 
nerve reflexes, which caused 
high blood pressure and =  ap- 


peared to be just as effective in 
most cases as the operation 
LOBOTOMY 

The other operation which to a 
large extent has given way to 
drug treatment is lobotomy. You 
may remember that this is a 


brain operation done in the early | 
part of the last decade with often | 


sensationally good results. Peo- 
ple who suffered from deep mel- 
ancholy and other mental 
turbances had this _ operation 
done at first with some sacrifice 
of intellect, but with marked 
improvement in emotional bal- 
ance. The operation,.was then re- 
fined to eliminate the loss of 
intellect.

Vegetables Can Be Gay, 
Appetizing and Nutritious 


By BARBARA SOMERVILLE

From artichokes to zucchini, 
vegetable cookery is fun. No 
other food group offers such 
variety in color, flavor and 
texture—let vegetables be your 
inspiration in designing meals 
that are appetizing and gay as 
well as nutritious. 


Only a poor “food artist” 
would prepare a vegetable plate, 
consisting of mashed potatoes, 
turnips. and  cauliflower—all 
three vegetables are white, all 
are soft, and there is little 
flavor contrast between turnips 
and cauliflower. How much 
more attractive and tasty would 
be a plate of green broccoli, 
mashed potatoes, and a broiled 
tomato! 


Whatever your choice of vege- 
tables, serve at least two a 
day. At least every other day, 
one should be a dark-green or 
deep-yellow vegtable. 


Color is your cue to the vita- 
mins vegetables contain. Yellow 
and leafy green vegetables are 
excellent sources of vitamin 
\—which prevents night blind- 
ness, helps keep skin healthy, 
promotes normal growth and 
helps the body resist infections. 


To be sure you eat the vita- 
mins you buy, refrigerate them 
promptly and pfepare them 
properly: 

Cook only until barely tender. 

Cook .quickly in small amount 
of water. 


Do not add 
bright color. 


soda to retain 
Many vitamins and minerals 
which are found in vegetables 
dissolve in the cooking water. 
If you pour this down the sink 
you are depriving Your family 
of essential nutrients. Usually 
‘4 inch water in a heavy sauce- 
pan or ‘4 inch in a thin pan is 
sufficient. 


Remove the lid during the last 
few minutes of cooking so that 
extra cooking liquid will evapo- 
rate, leaving minerals and vita- 
mins deposited on the surface 
of the vegetables. You must 
watch carefufly to avoid burn- 

ing—but the results in flavor,

color and texture are well 


worth the effort. 


While soda turns green vege- 
tables vivid green, it also tends 
to make them mushy, to impair 
flavor and to destroy vitamin 
C. If vegetables are not over- 
cooked” they will retain their 
green color without the help of 
soda! 


There is no objection to add- 
ing vinegar or lemon juice to 
vegetables, providing you add 
it AFTER cooking them—acids 
added before cooking turn the 
vegetables olive-green or brown 
and tend to harden vegetables 
so that longer cooking is needed 
to make them tender. 


Canned vegetables need no. 
cooking to make them tender. 
Frozen vegetables should be 
cooked unthawed in a small 
quantity of water. Break up the 
unthawed mass during cooking 
to ‘permit the vegetable to 
cook evenly and quickly. 


The onion, indispensable in 
food preparation, is high in 
supply and low in price this 
gveek. Use it to flavor a hearty 
cream-type soup which also fea- 
tures abundant potatoes. For

Onto Diet?

Excess pounds are untidy and 
uncomfortable. Even so, it takes 
a bit of doing to start a diet 


and stay with it, partcularly | 


when there is a sizeable number 
of pounds to be lost. 


To this dietitian’s way of 
thinking, the most significant 
angle of any reducing story is 
not the number of pounds lost 
but what prodded the over- 
weight into taking resolute ac- 
tion. When an overweight writes 
to request a diet, the letter often 
includes a comment along this 
line, “I've been reading your 
column for years and I've finally 
made up my mind to take off 40 
pounds.” 


Dieters, if you'll let me know 
what finally jolted you into 
making up your minds to stop 
shilly-shallying and take de- 
termined action, your dietitian 
will use that approach. It’s hu- 
man nature to postpone dieting. 
HARDEST THING 


One couple, when asked what 
was the hardest thing about 
dieting, answered in chorus, 
“The five years it took us to get 
started.” For years they had 
talked about reducing, but it 
wasn’t until a college reunion 
was scheduled that they buckled 
down to diet. 


Many reducers do point out 
what helped them to get started. 
One succéssful dieter reported, 
Penta you wrote in your 

olumn last spring hit me right 
between the eyes. You said, ‘If 
you don’t start to reduce this 
spring, you may be overweight 
for the rest of your life.’ I felt 
as if you were writing directly 
to me, for I had been intending 
to reduce for the last ten 
springs.”

Contrary to what Mr. Golden 
says of nations, it’s my experi- 
ence that really comfortable, 
fairly stylish people do very 


little laughing. What little laugh- 


ing they do is at something 
clearly labeled “joke” and is 
never, never at themselves. 

One of the funniest women I 
eyer knew, it’s true, had come 


from a distinguished and well- 
heeled family but she told me 


herself that she didn’t really 
begin to realize she was a fre- 
quently ridiculous figure caught 
up in comic distress until real 
trouble hit her. When I knew 
her she lived close to financial 
disaster and personal heart- 
break and she was the mistress 
of slapstick, of the outrag®ous 
prank, the deft and witty lam- 
poon. 


She said — and I have no 
doubt that it’s true of nations as 
well as people — that the best 
laughter is usually that which 
comes perilously close to tears.
